‘““"They are merely trying to eloud my 
title,” Sharpless says. “I don't really 
believe they expect to establish the 
right to the claims. No one is inclined 
to buy a mine which ts in litigation, 
however. They think they will force 
me to give up the claims.” 

As to the merits of these rival claims, 
there is no telling.

This cry will never cease until 
the millennium. No good citizen will 
seek for a moment to cover up any of 
the flagrant abuses, corruption, graft, 
and dishonesty unearthed in politics 
and in large business affairs in our 
own country during the past year.
